Just ao, the purchaser at $125, 
who bad sold at $150, had done the same And so on, till 
the price reached its final height. All had made moocr, 
and so the hosiness was a profitable one, was it not ? So 
the/ all tlionght, till the delusion waa dispelled, and men 
woke up to the conscinasneas that a sheep was only a 
sheep, after all—and that no sheep was worth more than 
the value of his flesh for meat, or his fleece, for clcUiing. 
An nlliroalc benefit accrued, to the country, no dauht, from 
the importation of merino sheep, though i^iiiay bo doubted 
whether even this was ever as great was, at first, sup¬ 
posed. The sptcuMion in d)ee]> was an unmitigated mis¬ 
chief, nevorthcle-s, whatever roar bo said of the superiority 
of the merino over the other Ire'jds The speeutalion ■wttt 
net ncceseary to the introduction of the breed. On the 
contrary, to the full extent of tfie operation, it stood in the 
way of the benefit* to Ito seenred by the importalinn, and 
postponed, while the spe utation lasted, the beneficial df- 
foots. So long as the animal waa in demand for purposes 
of fpeeulation, the high price put the possession and use out 
of the reach of the wool-growers as well as pf the batchers, 
and,‘for Ibo most part, out of the reach of those who, for 
legiihnato uses, wished to raise ehcop of that breed. Not 
until tlie speculation was over, and thouainds of families 
were reduced to poverty by it, did the real benefits of the 
importalinn of merino sheep begin. Such, in nil cases, is , 
the law by which the operations of speculation ore gov- 
ornoil. All the time, enfoTjtrixo and capital euiplovcd iu it , 
are a deatl loss. The coniniunity has to bear it. On ' 
thousaulls that loss falls with crushing weight. And most ' 
of the “/orfjmote” giiiuers, turn up losers in tbo end. We I 
know of several wlio had “made independent fortunes" | 
by ‘'sprcii/nting in merino sheep.”
